MILES’S BATTLE. 

San Francisco, July 15.—A Walla 
Walla dispatch relating to Miles’s fight 
at Umatilla reservation says the troops 
numbered 300 regulars. The fight oc- 
curred about eigh o’clock in the morn- 
ing, within a short distance of Cayuse 
station. The savages, between four. 
and “five hundred, were getting their 
men into position, when Miles opened 
fire, and the hostiles returned without 
effect, neither side sustaining any in- 
jury. This continued without inter- 
mission until 12 o’clock, when the In- 
dians attempted to charge Miles's line,
